MOTOR LICENSES 


General commendation has been given the government 
for its decision to change the motor license year to April 
iirst. Although the benefit will not be realized this year, 
it is something to look forward to for future years. Un¬ 
questionably the motor license is the culmination of heavy 
winter expenses, and though a certain amount of leniency 
has been extended, permitting use of old plates until Feb¬ 
ruary, the necessity of buying a car license is a spectre 
that rides side by side with the months of heavy gas bills. 

With the month of March there is usually an easing up 
of cold weather expenses, making license purchase less of 
a burden. 

It has always been argued that many cars which would 
run normally all year round, are put away during the win¬ 
ter months because of the license requirement, thus losing 
to the government a large sum in gas tax. 

Approval Of the new regulation is not unanimous, how¬ 
ever, and resolutions will be considered at the U.F.A. con¬ 
vention, protesting the recent change. These come doubt¬ 
less from snow-bound areas, where farmers are unable to 
operate cars in winter months, and are then able to buy 
the nine month license formerly issued April first. This 
year the first reduction period will be July first! However, 
this protest does not have bearing upon any urban driv¬ 
ers or upon many farmers in the southern part of the prov¬ 
ince. 

°» e suggestion has come by way of a U.F.A. resolution 
in regard to driver’s licenses. It recommends that since 
the fee is increased and lias become an annual require¬ 
ment, it should carry with it a public liability Clause. 
There would be a certain simplicity in buying driving li¬ 
cense and public liabilty insurance at one time. There are 
many reasons for believing that this form of insurance 
should be compulsory, but a great many cars travel the 
roads with no safeguard of his nature. If the purchase 
of a driver’s license carried automatically with it, assur¬ 
ance against public damage, it would be a protection which 
is now lacking. The licenses would no doubt cost, more un¬ 
der-such conditions, but the additional cost might be well 
worth while. 


pected to be an influential factor. 

“The truly important question is whetheF'this year will 
mark the turn from government-financed to privately- 
financed recovery. Such a transition may be naturally ac¬ 
complished, upder sound and co-operative .policies. Howev¬ 
er, it will not come without government economy and 
private adjustments, as for example in building and rail¬ 
way costs. 

Only as events tak^this course can the year go<on rec¬ 
ord as one of enduring improvement ” 


EXPERIMENT IN STUDY 


A movement to introduce a new course of study for the 
schools of Alberta, has been under discussion for the past 
two years or more. Former Minister of Education, Hon. 
Perrin Baker, through a committee on education, canvass¬ 
ed the province widely for suggestions, and a careful study 
was made of promising experiments in other parts of Can¬ 
ada and in foreign countries. 

It is interesting to record that certain experiments are 
already in progress in a number of the schools of Alberta. 
The teachers were especially trained to carry out these 
projects at the last summer school, and there are three 
“illustration” points in this inspectorate. If the instruc¬ 
tion given under the new method proves satisfactory, it 
will provide a basis for the pending change. In addition 
to the three schools specifically selected, many others are 
initiating projects along the same lines, and all teachers 
are adjusting themselves to the new conception of methods 
of instruction. It all goes to show that the teaching pro¬ 
fession is anything but static, and that constant study and 
alertness are required to meet new demands which are ever 
developing. 

An example of the enterprises under taken, may give an 
idea of what may be expected. The classes of a rural 
school are grouped for certain studies. Grades III to VI 
for instance, may plan a lour to Winnipeg as one of their 
enterprises. This will include a map of the highway or 
railroad route on the sand table. It will include the rivers, 
the cities, the changing topography, differences in climate 
and in resources. Periods and types of settlement, early 
history, growth and progress will all be a part of the 
travel tour. Under that one enterprise the children study 
for themselves history, geography, nature study, hand¬ 
craft,’climatic conditions, anfl holiday resorts introduce a 
little hygiene. Composition and art are included in the 
booklet which sums up what they have discovered for them 
selves. Any project which is associated with personal ex¬ 
perience is of ^particular value. The idea seems to be to 
interweave subjects which at present are kept rigidly sep¬ 
arate. Formal teaching of facts would yield to the “learn¬ 
ing to do by doing.” The new trend cf education, which 
is gaining great ground in other countries, is toward a 
greater freedom of selection for teachers and developing 
initiative amongst students.

A FREE PRESS 


Since Canadian business is always affected by business 
conditions in United States, a survey presented by the Na¬ 
tional City Bank of New Turk, is reassuring. 

It is stated in this survey that the year 1935 has closed 
with business activity at the highest level in more than 
live years, with signs of recovery more widespread tluin 
at any time since the turn of the depression. It has been 
on the average a 13 tier cent, busier y ear-than 1934. Many 
new industries, largely in electrical developments,, have 
been expanding steadily and older industries have had 
.heir best year since 1929. Lumber consumption has in¬ 
creased 21 per cent, and sal^Sc^Tfarm implements were 
about 75 per cent, higher. ’ T 

The cash income of farmers, including A.A.A. payments 
lias increased 10 per cent! over 1934, strengthening farm 
buying power. 

The farm gains, better sentiment, rising industrial ac¬ 
tivity, are all favorable, but the recovery cannot be re¬ 
garded as wholly normal-without considering government 
expenditures. Business cannot indefinitely be supported 
by the expenditure of billions in excess of receipts, and 
there can be iy> genuine recovery except as business recov¬ 
ers the ability to support itself. It is certain however, that 
Tibsorpfion of Tarm product surplus has been a real gain, 
and price relations between raw products and finished pro- 
lucts have been genuinely improved. It is reasonable to 
believe that thff-hjnprovement would survive if the govern¬ 
ments pump priming ceased. 

So far as the year 1936 is concerned, the article predicts 
that there will he greater demand for farm products due 
to improved consumer power in United States and other 
countries. 

Certain unsound measures may be presented to Congress 
and would undoubtedly hamper recovery, but are not ex-

The Calgary Herald is owned, no doubt, by a 
group ofi shareholders, but if its columns are free to all 
correspondents, to promulgate whatever views they see 
fit, in accord with the laws of the land, it is a free news¬ 
paper, even though it may personally advocate what some 
people consider heresies. And if a newspaper, devoted to 
special interests, will not give that privilege to its corres¬ 
pondents, it is not free, even though it may be called a 
people's pffper and be owned by a co-operative group. 

“Taking it all in all, the weekly newspaper approaches 
nearest to the ideal of a public press. In the strict sense 
of the word it is owned and controlled by the people al¬ 
though they may not have a cenOnvested in it, except 

their-subscriptions. ---j--- 

“The people in any restricted community which a week¬ 
ly newspaper serves, can fire the editor any time they see 
fit by cutting off their patronage in advertising and sub¬ 
scriptions. 

“The paper has no shareholders to fall back upon so It 
must depend on the community itself. 

“The weekly newspaper is also free because if cannot 
exist for the purpose of furthering the interests of some 
particular group. It must cater to all the comfnunity or 
none.”

Activity' Shows Wheat Shortage in 
Other Countries Canada Benefits

There are indications of wheat 
shortage in other countries. 

Antwerp, normally the .principal 
Argentine wheat market, has been 
buying Canadian wheat heavily. Bra¬ 
zil, which normally takes the greater 
part of its supplies from Argentina, 
.has also begun purchases of Uanltoba 
wheat, while Greece is another new 
buyer. 

May Buy 50,000,000 Bushels 

It is further predicted here that' the 
United States will likely import.50,- 
000,000 bushels of Canadian wheat 
this season. 

During December 13,288,063 bush¬ 
els of Canadian wheat were exported. 
Prices on the Winnipeg exchange 
were 4 cents a bushel higher than a 
year ago, and 23 cts. higher than two 
years ago. > 

A dispatch from London states that 
demand for Canadian wheat for 
spring shipment is developing. 

Continued exports held the answer 
to the carryover question. A recent 
survey by the Canadian Grain Board 
pointed out exports of 7,600,000 bush¬ 
els weekly would be required to bring 
the carryover down to the neighbor¬ 
hood of 60,000,000 bushels at July 31 ( 
1936. 

The old crop carryover was esti¬ 
mated at 216,000,000 bushels, and the 
new crop estimated at 273,000,000 
bushels, making a total supply of

which year a greater than normal 
world wheat crop occurred. The re¬ 
duction has been brought about by 
several years of drought and a severe 
infection of rust in import;!*! wheat

U.S. Supreme Court Ruling Against 
Validity, Cause Wide Speculation

With the upset of the A.A.A. legis¬ 
lation of the U.S. Government 
through Supreme Court ruling, there 
is consternation in Washington and 
throughout the States. The decision 
wiping out Agricultural Adjustment 
Administration was 6 to 3. 

The vast A.A.A.| machinery came to 
a stop. Since its operation $1,127,000- 
000 has been expended in payment to 
farmers. There are 6600 full-time ad¬ 
ministrators now looking for work. 

The decision of the Court has rous¬ 
ed apprehension that the $4,000,000,- 
000 work relief program, and the oth¬ 
er Social Security plans so dear to 
President Roosevelt might be killed 
if put to the test. Existing contracts 
total $283,250,000, still due, and the 
means that may be adopted to collect 
these s ums are a live topic. 

Three substitute plans for the A. 
A.A. are now being discussed: (1) a 
domestic allotment program or quota 
system; (2) creatioit of 48 little A.A. 
A.’s financed by general grants; (3) 
payment of grants to farmers for 
proper land use. 

The upset of the AA.A. left far-1 
mers bewildered, and did not help the 
reception of Canadian shipments df 
cattle to the St. Paul market at the 
beginning of the year. Evidently fear 
was entertained that Canadian cattle 
would further undermine prices on 
the American side.
